Just on the eve of my departure for Shanghai, I have 
received, from the Foreign Office, a copy of the new Rules 
and Regulations for Mining, as sanctioned by the Chinese 
Governmnent . 

Upon a cursory glance at them, they seem to be in 
Many ways very objectionable. I, however, shall have to 
leave any extended discussion of them until my return from 
the South. I hasten them on to the Department for your 
consideration, and, in the meantime, have filed a general 
objection to them in the Foreign Office, as will be seen 
by a copy of my note which is herein enclosed.

1). All persons intending to engage in mining, whether 
with native shareholders or by borrowing foreign capital, must 
first of all clearly petition the Foreign Office, and present 
the petition in person, or request the Viceroy or Governor 
of their respective provinces to forward their application to 
this Board, and await an official rg@iy. Whenever permission 
to mine is given, a certificate will be granted, without which 
no mining operations can be undertaken. 

2) Whmsuch applications are approved by the Foreign 
Office, that office will refer the application to the Bureau 


fing Mines and Railways/for approval. On receiving from the 
Headoffice a reply in the affirmative, the Foreign Office will 
advise the Bugeau of Mines and Railways to issue a permit, af- 

ter receipt of which mining cperations may be commenced. Fees 


for such permits will be charged at the rate of one per cent 
on the capital, which must be paid to that Bureau fpr office 
expenses. 

3) The applicant who originally applies for a permit for

15) There should be Chinese police to guard the mines, 


the expenses to be met by the company. Foreigners should have 
charge of the machinery and accounts, but all other employées 
should as far as possible be Chinese, and should be well paid. 
In case of accident to the workmen in the mines, their families 
should be compensated. 

16) Chinese who have studied mining abroad, or who are

17) Those investing money in mining will be protected, 
but the Government will not be responsible for losses, nor for 
money borrowed from foreigners.

This was 
the situation with Prince Ch'ing and Li Hung-chang during 
“the late negotiations, and is so nearly the situation as 
regards ourselves that I apprehend it is not necessary for 


us to object to the BfTiciency of the powers of the Chin- 


ese negotiators. 


From all I can learn the Chinese aré going to object 


% as compelled, which will give 
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foreigners any considerable power or privilege in the in- 


terior, not usually conceded by other nations, preferring 
rather to delay negotiations for an indefinite period, and 
in the meantime take up some needed reforms in their finan- 
cial and commercial administration on their own account, 

There seems to be a great diversity of opinion as to 
the necessary treaty revision upon very many important 
points, particularly in Shanghai. I shall very carefully 
go over the ground with my associates, and try to agree 
upon some definite line of procedure before meeting with 
the Chinese negotiators. After preliminary meetings with 
them, I shall probably be obliged to return to Peking and 
leave the matter of discussion and detailed negotiations 
with Gen. Goodnow and Mr. Seaman. 

I take it for granted that the Department would approe

I have to report that on April 2nd, 1902, a detach- 
ment of forty Russian Soldiers under the command of a Lieut- 
enant, and stationed at the old city of NewChwang on the 
river Liao, about, 4hirty miles above here, were attacked 
by a large body ge" robbers said to number about six hundred. 

The att ack was unexpected, and was made by a large ani 
well armed body of men. 

Two Russian soldiers were kilaéd in the affray, and 
the Séeukiniaat and ‘three soldiers were wounded. 

The Lieutenmt and two of the wounded soldiers have 
since died. 

It is reported that robters to the number of four 
thousand are organized to prey upon the traffic of the 
river Liao during this season and that they are well armed. 

Tt is also rumored that some of the attacks on the 
Russian soldiers are due to extortion of the soldiers on 
Merchants. It is well known that the soldier police of 
this city continually levy tribute on the merchants, house 


holders and natives, md that this squeeze is carried on 
quite extensively.

Ils ne peuvent étre qu’ac- 
ceptés, tels, quils ont été présentés avant la date de la signature du protocole final. 


A cette date, le total des réclamations de toutes les Puissances s’élevait & environ H. K. 
taels 460.000.000, et la somme demandée & la Chine & 450.000.000 taels. Une réduction était 
par conséquent inévitable, et en signant avec |’autorisation de leurs Gouvernements le proto- 
cole final, les Représentants ont admis sa nécessité. On ne pouvait pas ne pas prévoir le ras 
ou aucun autre mode d’entente A ce sujet ne serait po. sible et ob on serait réduit & uve dimi- 
nution au prorata, naturellement sur la base des cbiffres connus a cette date. 

Si par erreur ou pour toute autre raison, certaines réclamations n’ont pas été notifiées par 
un des Représentants, il semble que cest a son Gouvernement d'en accepter la responsabilité 
et qu'aucune Puissance signataire n'est obligée d’accepter une nouvelle réduction provenant 
d’une majoration ultérieure, par une Puissance, de ot demnité.

Lessar fait observer que M. de Giers a.aussi diminué de plus de la moitié le chiffre des 
réclamations privées russes avant de les présenter & la Commission des indemnités et tous les 
Représentants, comme lui, ont admis que le montant de leurs réclamations privées était sujet a 
des réductions. Aujourd hui, personne ne retracte sa parole, personne ne se refuse & des réduc- 
cions. mais comme on ne voit pas la possibilité d'aucun autre mode, la majorité, ace qu'il 
remble est portée & considérer la réduction au prorata comme la seule selution pratique.

La lettre de M. de Mumm fait loi dans la question, 
ainsi que celle du Marquis Salvago, qui reconnait le principe, mais seul le Ministre d’Angle- 
terre a, dés le début, fait connaitre des réductions sur les réclamations de ses ressortissants.

instant. You have, already, by despatch in which my asso- 
ciates joined, been informed of our work there. 

As I wired you on the 19th instant, I sailed from 
Shanghai on that date, on the Wilmington, and arrived here 
on yesterday, finding that during my absence Mr. Bainbridge, 
the efficient Second Secretary, had given most intelligent, 
careful and satisfactory attention to all the business of 
the Legation. 

Every courtesy and attention was shown me by Captain 


Prime, and everything done by him and his Officers to make 


and comfortable. I have, by letter, ex- 
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tain Prime, but I beg you to convey to the Honorable Secre=———~_ 
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tary of the Navy my grateful appreciation of his kind con- 
sideration, and of all the courtesies shown me by the Naval 
Officers on the Asiatic Station. 

Messrs. Goodnow and Seaman will forward the complete 
text of the draft for Revision which we agreed upon, as 
also the text of the Amendments proposed by the British 


which Sir James MacKay submitted to us, and of which he 


promised to furnish copies. 

We found, without their saying so, that the British 
were quite anxious that no other Power should begin nego- 
tiations until theirs were completed, but we concluded 

. other negotiations could as well go on simultaneously, 
though not jointly, and the Japanese thought likewise-- 


their Commissioners arrived the day I left Shanghai. The 


Chinese also were perfectly willing to negotiate with us 


at the same time. We therefore notified Sir James MacKay, 
and arranged that so far as we agreed upon any Articles, 


we would notify the Chinese, and each press for then. 


We found the merchants almost unanimously against 
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Stations, and also found the Chinese insistent that in 


case of its entire abolishment on native products moving 


interport, that the increase of duties would not nearly 
make up for the consequent loss of revenue. It did not, 
therefore, seem advisable for us to waste time on an in- 
possible proposition. 

dic ‘oe hope for increased Chinese trade lies in the 
development of China's latent resources, and the increase 
of her exports. She cannot always go on buying more than 
she sells, and unless her exports are materially increased, 
her imports must greatly decrease. We concluded, there- 
fore, to make strenuous efforts for liberal mining pro- 
visions and generous privileges for railway building, and. 
such relief from export charges as can be obtained, and in 
lieu thereof eonsent to such reasonable increase of Import 
duties as may be necessary in exchange. The Japanese and 
other Powers will be discreetly consulted on these points, 
and, if sili they will be persistently urged. 

I agreed with my agsociates that the general corres- 
pondence of the Commission with the Department should be 
done by them from Shanghai, sending me copies thereof and all

The Chinese Commissioners must refer 
each question as it arises to the Foreign Office at Peking, 
so that it is probable that I shall be able to help consid- 
erably from here.

The Governm nt es the interests of the people at hart 
and lest a single individual s hould fail in obtaining proetect- 
ion, the people and the Christians are treated with the same 
consideration, justice and equity, and without th e least bias, 
our desire being that the people live together in peace and 
harmony. To this end we have fepeatedly instructed the Vice~ 


reys and Governors t hroug hout the provinces to exhort and lea 
the people to live in peace with the Christians.

I have given to the question such investigation as 


I have been able, and report that in my judgment, foreign 


Postoffices in China, except at Shanghai, are not a necess- 


ity, because the Chinese postal service, under the Imperial 


Maritime Customs, is everywhere giving fairly satisfactory 


service, and is rapidly and effectively increasing and ex- 


tending into the interior. 


The foreign Postoffices are being established prin- 


Gipally for political reasons, either in view of their 


future designs upon the Empire, to strengthen their own 
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footing, or because jealous of that of others. They are 


not established with the consent of China, but in spite of 


her. They will not be profitable. Their establishment 

” 
materially interferes with and embarrasses the development 
of the Chinese postal service, is an interference with 
Chinese sovereignty, is inconsistent with our well-known 
policy toward the Empire, and I cannot find any good reason 
for their establishment by the United States. 

At Shanghai where the foreign mail routes center, 
they are important, especially in taking charge of and 
starting the mails homeward, particularly since China is 
call a member of the International Postal Union. China 
appreciates this situation, and is willing, in fact desires, 
that they should remain there. 

Concerning the collection of duties on foreign goods 
purehased in China, which have already paid duty on their 
entry into the Empire, the Treaties provide that the inm- 


porters, under certain prescribed regulations, can always 


re-ship their duty-paid goods to another Chinese Port 


without further payment. As to small purchases, I am in- 
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of such purchases are made, that whenever it is possible, 


some arrangement should be devised, whereby goods so bought 


and shipped to another Port, can be accompanied by a certif- 
icate showing that they had paid duty on entry, in which 
case duty will not be charged at a second port; but if not 


so identified, they must pay foreign import duty as an or- 


iginal entry. 


By Treaty Regulation "native produce carried coastwism, 
pays full export duty at the Port of shipment, and at the 
Port of entry coast-trade duty, the amount of which is de- 
clared to be half-import duty." 

The increase to a “five per cent effective on Mari- 
time Imports" is not applied to constwise trade, except in 


cases where it is not clearly shown that foreign goods so 


shipped have already paid import duty. 


As to*original imports through the mails," no priv- 
ileg@ of exemption of duty has been granted by China to 
any Foreign Postoffice, but most of them exercise it in 
spite of her helpless protests. The practice of the In- 


perial Chinese Postoffice has been, and still is, to require 
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for ante, it is usually exempted from import duty as a 
courtesy, but not as a right. A very large discretion upon 
these matters is always left with the Commissioners of 
Customs at the several Ports. 

I have heard no complaints against this practice 
except from Mr. Fowler, and I am afraid that he has been 


so exceedingly critical of the Imperial Chinese Customs and 


Postoffice service at Chefoo, that possibly the Conmmission- 
er there has executed the strict letter of the law against 
him as a sort of mild retaliation. 

Pollowing the spirit of your instructions as I under- 
stand them, I shall take no further action upon either 
of the questions until I hear from you again.

During the Boxer troubles in the 26th Year of Kuang- 
heu (A. D. 1900) a number of Catholic Christians, connectd’ 
with the Italian Church, were killed and their property 
destroyed by @ire at Tai-yuan~-fu and other prefectures and 
districts in North Shansi. 

Now the sixth article of the peace stipulations states 
that loss of property by any individual or church from 
whatever country shall be made good, and equitably, byothe 
Chinese Government . I, the Prefect, having had the honor 
to be specially appointed by Governor Ts'en of Shansi to 
proceed to Peking in order to negotiate with H.E.Lo, Min- 
ister for Italy, and to settle on the indemnities for both 
public and private losses, for chapels, and including the 
allowances for the relief of native Christians, now give 
the amounts agreed upon and their distribution, as follows: 

1) The Prefectures and Districts of Shansi, such as 
Tai-yuan-fu, Fen-chow, fu, Ta-t'ung-fu, Ning-wu-fu, Su- 
p*ing-fu, Hsin-chow, Tai-chow, Pao-te-chow, Ting-chow, and 
sub-districts shall be attended to entirely by the Italians.

three and four hundred thousand taels. For the present 

it is decided to deduct one hundred thousand taels from 
the indemnity, and that the balance owing shall be deducted 
at given dates. 

3) Aside from the previously deducted one hundred 
thousand taels, and another Taels 100,000 given for relief 
to French Catholic nuns in Shansi, it is agreed that the 
balance of taels 800,000 be paid in four years time at 
Peking, ‘and that this money shall pay no interest. Three 
hundred thousand taels shall be paid during the current 
year, two hundred fifty thousand taels to be paid two 
months from date of signing this agreement, and fifty 
thousand taels by the end of the year 1901. During the 26th 
Year of Kuanghsu, two hundred thousand taels shall be paid. 
Besides deducting the loan of one hundred thousand taels, 
it is agreed that the balance of one hundred thousand taecls 
be paid in two installments, viz: the first, Taels 50,000 
by the end of the Sixth Moon, the Second Taels 50,000 in 
the Twelfth Moon. During the 29th Year of Kuanghsu one 
hundred fifty thousand taels shall be paid. Besides de~- 
ducting the loan of fifty thousand taels, the balance of 
one hundred thousand taels is likewise to be paid in two 
installments as above, until the million taels indemnity 
is cleared off. 

The installments payable in Peking shall be in Peking 
taels and paid to H. E. the Italian Minister, from whom a 
receipt will be required. 

4) The memorials to be erected in memory of the mar- 
tyred missionaries, (for which Shansi memorialized the 
Throne) shall be in the form of those erected for the 
Protestants. 

5) Property belonging to the Church or to native 
Christians is to be restored to the owners. In case deeds 


Voushing for property belonging to native Christians have 
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been lost or destroyed during the troubles, the losers may 
obtain a stamped duplicate of such deeds through the offi- 
cials; but if native Christians are found to have appro- 
priated houses belonging to the common people, they are 
to give them up within a month. On the other hand, if 
any of the people have taken houses belonging to the Christ- 
ians, they must give them up within a month. No excuse 

for delay will be allowed. 

6) After the settlement of these matters in Peking, 
Bég-shops and others in Shansi will not be allowed to diss- 
ent; they must abide by the decisions made in Peking. Old 
grudges must not be revived. The people and Christians 


alike must keep the law and be forever at peace with each 
other. 


7) Wot a few of the Boxers in Shansi have from first 
to last been arrested and executed. It is agreed that from 
the day of this agreement no more Boxers shall be brought 
up for trial. 

8) Now that the Shansi Missionary troubles have been 
settled at Peking, other propositions by Shansi Missionaries 
for settling up shall be null and void, so soon as this 
agreement has been signed.

If he should be complained of to the Foreign Office, 
it might afford just the epportwmity desired to degrade 
and disgrace him. These facts, however, should not be 
permitted in any way to restrain the United States Govern- 
ment from doing whatever it may properly do to secure from 


him the payment of just debts due to American citizens. 


However, the claim appears to be entirely con- 
tractual, and not subject to @iplomatic interposition, ex- 
cept upon distinct authority from the Department, ad 
since you have the entire case quite fully set forth in th

a Seeger of the former bank was not show- 
sis oe the ban that had loaned the money to the 
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Yuen Chang bank arrested before the money was due from said 
bank, and forced him to pay taele 15,000 of the amount 
loaned, and had the manager thrown into prison. 

During the trouble of 1900, the Yamen where the man 
was confined, was destroyed and he escaped. Some months 
ago, while Tientsin was under foreign control, the owner 
of the Yuen Chang bank made a trip from Shanghai to Tien- 
tein and at the latter place was arrested and confined for 


two days, and was tried before the foreign magistrate or 
judge in order to compel him to pay the balance of the abow 
lean. The foreign court discharged him. The next move is 
the telegram to the Governor, signed the American Trading 
Co., Tientsin, and commanding taels 37,000 of the Governor, 
the amount due on the loan. Some Chinese may have used the 
American Trading Co's. name in order to frighten the Gov- 
ernor into paying the amount. 

Of course the Governor is very much worried, tut 
states he had no interest in the bank. He therefore does 
not wish to be dragged before the public nor give his ene- 
mies an opportunity to injure hin. 

I have given you the facts as told me by Mr. Liang, 
the Viceroy's interpreter, who was deputized by the Governor 
to make the statement and requested me to send you the tele- 
gram. Ag H. E. Daon was Governor of Shen-si during the 
trouble and assisted so many foreigners to escape, many 
of whom were Americans, I felt that any reasonable request 
from him deserved attention.

Chen-hsin, Ku-yi Street--(Chan) Tse-chai is the authorized 
Agent of Yuen Chong, Have no apprehension. Chong will 
start for Tientsin with money on the 2list, and will pay 
to the last candarin, without fail.”

in Tientsin. He declared to us that Tuan Fong was the pro- 
pretor of Yuen Chong, that unless he supplied him with the 
necessary funds he could not pay the bills, but that he 
would expedite matters by sending a telegram to him. The 
message was made up and duly despatched. Chan agreed to 
remain here until the matter was settled, but he secretly 
left town and is said to be in Hankow now. 

He was summoned before the Provisional Government 
Court where he acknowledged that the bills were genuine, 
but upon his promise to telegraph Tuan Fong and giving se- 
curity for reappearance when wanted the case was dropped.

I have to report that in a recent trip north, as far 
as Harbin, I discovered the Russians and Japanese were doing 
busi ness at #11 of the principal places in Manchuria. 

The Russo-Chinese Bank and Russian and Japanese mer- 
che ts are especially active in Iliac Yang Moukden, Tieling, 
Kirin, Harbin and Tsitsihar. At Harbin these foreigners 
are not only engaged in banking od merchandising but are 
active in many manufacturing enterprises, such as flour- 
ing mills, saw mills, meat packing, etc. 

At Harbin I am advised that a citizen of the United 
States, Mr. Clarkson, is engaged in operating a flonuring 
mill, with a capacity of five hundred barrels per day, and 
that he intends to open a business house there. 

Ag I understand the situation, these places are not 
open to trade by any treaty, and our citizens are not to be 
supported or encouraged in these enterprises. 

I will thank you to advise me what course to pursue 
in the mtter? 
In this connection I desire to report that in my op- 


inion the Russians will not cease to carry on any character 
of business that they desire in Manchuria, even after evac-

the Japanese to enter into Mining, Merchandising, and all 
such enterprises as are engaged in by the Russians, whether 
the Chinese Government consents or not. I have been advised 
by Russians of some authority, that they have no intention 
of relinquishing any privileges in Manchuria that they now 
enjoy, except as to the number of troops maintained here, 
and that in enterprises they wish to establish, especially 
along their railroad, that they will not ask the consent 
of China. 

This situation, you will realize, will cut off our 
oitisens trading ani other enterprises. I am advised that 
some of the powers inten to urge China to open all the 
towns along the railroad to all foreigners, and to make 
Moukden, Kirin and Tsitesihar all open to foreign merchants 
with a view to the establishment of Consulates at each of 
these places. 

For our own Country, I beg to suggest the following: 
Consul-General at Dalny, Commercial Agent at Port Arthur, 
Consul at Newchwang and a Consul at Harbin. 

These are to be the principal commercial places in 
Manchuria, and representatives at these places will be in 
touch wih «ll trade interests and the Consul~General could 
make special visits to Moukden or Kirin. 

It is of the utmost importance that we have a repres-

our trade and the enterprise 
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are to secure the benefit of trade expansion here, which 
the advent of this great railroad system is certain to 
develop, we must have an early improvement and enlargement 
of our Consular service. 

The political manipulations must be carefully guarded 
at several points; and the ever changing industfial situa- 
tion should be thoroughly understood and reported. 

To my mind Mancurfia is the most natural sphere of 


our commercial supremecy in China; but we will not be able 
to held and develop it without a strenuous effort and a 
proper organisation of Government representatives. 

Without meeting the Russians here in Manchuria you 
could form only a slight idea of what a strong determination 
they have to secure Manchuria exclusively for themselves. 

Paternaliem and protection of Government to business 
is so thoroughly a part of their lives that they have no 
faith in their ability te compete with the world, and each 
citizen and official is constantly devising some scheme of 
adventage in which the Government will sustain then. 
They will be courting the support of Chinese officiab 
as ageinet foreigners, and their methods are usually accept- 
able to Chinese officials. 
Notwithstanding the pledges of an open door in Man- 
churia, the utmost care and watchfulness must be maintained 


on the part of the citizens and officials of our Country in 
order to have these obligations fulfilled. 

I must also report that, judging from the talk of 
Russian officials, there is a gradual tendency on the part 
of Russie toward war with Japan, and they freely express 
their desire to fight Japan in Manchuria. 

So far as I cm learn, the alliance between Japan and

I have the honor to inform Your Highness that I have 
read with regret the Imperial Decree published in the Pe- 
king Gasette , on March 28th, 1902, conferring a special 
distinction upon “those teachers of religion who, in the 
re~adjustment of affairs in the Province of Chihli, had, 
by uncommonly meritorious acts, distinguished themselves ;" 
and am greatky surprised to See no recognition of the 
efficient, untiring, generous and helpful services rendered 
by the American Missionaries. 

These heroic men hai suffered in the massacre of their 
associates and loss of property, as much or more than 
those of any other nation; yet they took hold of the work 
of re-adjustment with &@ lenient and charitable spirit un- 
paralleled, and working in perfect harmony with the local 
officials effected a most speedy and satisfactory settle- 
ment; everywhere and at all times keeping uppermost the 
future good of the Chinese people.

I am greatly pleased to learn, from your No. 494, of 
March 29th, that Congress has made provision for ten 
student Interpreters at this Legation. This is a very 
important enactment, and one which should prove in the 
near future of great value to diplomatic and consular work 
here. 

A much stronger inducement for capable men would 
have been furnished if this could have been an assured 
route to entry into the consular service in China. 

The law is not very specific as to requirements, 
duties, ete., but regulations by the Department, or later 
legal enactments can supply what is lacking. 

I enclose herewith copy of the regulations under 


‘whieh Great Britain appoints her student Interpreters. It 
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furnished for them, and a Chinese teacher for each is paid 
by the Government at a cost of enews six to nine dollars 
gold per month. The United States ought to do no less. 

It will be necessary for us to build a house for then. 

The students, during the first two years, give their 
entire time to study, then their salaries are increased, 
and, continuing their studies, they are put to work as Assis- 
tant Interpreters or clerks at the Legation or Consulates, 
and later made aliipcudiand or Consuls, or Chinese Secre- 
taries. 

The young men ought to be of sound health and con- 
stitution, of sturdy moral character and good habits, and 
at least with such educational equipment as is furnished 

by our ordinary high schools. They ought, during the 
first two years, to be put under the care and authority of 
the head of the li on all as boys in our schools md 
colleges at home are under the control of Superintendents 
and Presidents.

The following are the regulations under which candi- 
dates will be appointed:-- 

1. The office of Studert Interpreter has been in- 
stituted to supply the Consular Service in China, Japan . 
and Siam with persons versed in the languages of those 
countries, and otherwise competent to discharge Consular 
duties. 

2. Student Interpreters are selected by open compe- 
tition after examination by the Civil Service Commissioners, 
who will vive notice in the newspapers beforehand of such 
examination.

In view of the objections presented by some of the 
Plenipotentiaries, I am authorised to withdraw these bases, 
and to adhere to the provisional apportionment in conformity 
with List No. 5, put in circulation on January 15th.

The Russian and French Ministers both object to the 
appointment of a British Military Co-director to whom 
they must apply for any railway transportation of troops, 
etc. The Russian Minister especially insists that the rail- 
oe should be turned over to the Chinese, and that he will, ' 
in no case, formally consent to any British control. 

The British Minister says that under the sosiediicis 


by which they received the road from the German Military 


-hathorities, military control was promised as long as the 
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military paisa os thus referred to was that which was 
afterward terminated on September 22nd, 1901, siletantinn to 
the terms of the Protocol. 

While I think the railway should be turned over ab- 
solutely to the Chinese, yet I have concluded that under 
the policy practiced by the United States since the arrival 
of the allied forces, and my general instructions, I ought 
not to object to the agreement, and shall, therefore, give 
my assent to ha Agreoment “A.” 

The Agreement “B,” although a separate one, was made 
and signed on the same day, and by its terms only takes 
effect “after the British Military Authorities have handed 
them (the railways) over to the Chinese Administration." 
It is true it does not, in terms, give exclusive privil- 
eges to Great Britain, but it does exclude everybody else 
from a very large territory, in which the British only 
have at present a railway interest, (excepting, of course, 
the Belgian--French line from Peking to Pactingfu.) It 
forces the Chinese, in order to get control again of this

It is plain that 
the consent of the Powers cannot be obtained te these 
Agreements, and unless they are materially modified, the 
railway will still remain in the hands of the British.

This is the famous college started last year at 
Chinan-fu, by His Excellency Yuan Shih-k'ai, which was to 
mark a great departure in Chinese educational work; and 
has since been named in Imperial Edicts as the model in- 


stitution of the Empire, and which all Viceroys md Gov- 


ernors were directed to imitate.

Enclosed please find a copy of the rules recently 
issued here requiring all students in the college to worship 
at the Confucian temple. Dr. Lenz, the German Consul, 
is forwarding one to his Minister, and the missionary bod- 
ies and educational association will doubtless take the 
matter up, so I send you this beforehand so that you may 
see exactly what is required. So far as I can learn both 
Catholic and Protestants are alike opposed to these orders, 
and declare that it inhibts Christians from entering the 
institution. 

No objection of any consequence is made to the part 
requiring reverence paid to their Chinese Majesties, as 
that is not of a religious nature. 


The enclosed is sent you now as a matter of informa- 


tion. In the course of a few months it will doubtless 


be laid before you in proper form, unless the Chinese 
Government should, in the meantime, modify these rules so 
as not to infringe on the rights and consciences of the 
Christians.

A prominent official of this city recently introduced 
the subject of Confucian worship, calling attention to the 
fact that it is a matter of State policy with the present 
dynasty. Being itself foreign, and under the necessity of 
conciliating the literary class, it adopted the expedient 
of magnifying the Sage's honors as one of the best agencies 
for accomplishing its purpose. It has accordingly exceeded 
even the native dynasties in rendering him homage. 

His object was to show that it was difficult for the 
Throne, even if it were so inclined, to make any concession 
in the matter. It appears to me though, aside from the 
injustice of the present requirements, equally if not more 
dangerous for the Throne to refuse any concession. Never- 
theless, if some means could be devised, allowing or even 
requiring all students to pay the Sage some outward mark 
of respect, not involving the idea of worship, it might 
smooth over matters, and without placing the Throne in an 
embarrassing position, at the same time not offend the 
Christian conscience. 

As matters now stand, Christians are, of course, in- 
hibited from attendance, and a concession allowing them 
to absent themselves from such worship would be the most 
Ghee oo ut to the desired end. Such a concession though 
would tend to accentuate religious differences, which is to 
be Caprecetes, consequently if a compromise as above sug- 
gested could be arranged by competent parties, and sanction- 
hority, I am inclined to think it would 
; be 
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ve preferable to a direct concession. 
The decision of this question is one of great moment 
to the nature church, and I believe will materially 


affect the well-being of the Empire. 
I hope that Your Excellency may succeed in effecting 


a satisfactory solution.

Your Highness: 

I have the honor to call the attention ef Your High- 
ness to the recent expulsion of a student from the Shan- 
tumg College at Chinanfu, because he found it impossible 
to take an active part in the prescribed formal worship 
of the Sage Confucius without violating his conscience and 
the fundamental principles ef Christianity whieh, under 
Imperial telerance and treaty guarantys, he had espoused. 
This is the result ef a general college regulation which 
makes it compulsory on all students te jein in this pub- 
lie worship on penalty eof expulsien. 

I cannot believe that in this school, which has been 
designated by Imperial Edict as the model for the Fmpire, 
it was seriously intended te adopt a policy so at wriance 
with specific treaty stipulations, frequent Imperial prom 
ises and the right ef freedom of religious worship which 
these stipulations and promises endorse and assure. 

The Chinese Government has, by treaty, agreed that 


the principles of the Christian religion are good and bene- 
ficial te man, and that Ghose whe quietly profess them 
shall in no Gage: be  harrassed or persecuted on account 
thereeft, or in any way te interfered with or molested in 
their practice. | 

If the Chinese Christians are to be so disoriminated 
against that they must 4t , give up their religion or be 
debarred from the privileges of a publie college, for the 
suppert ef which Christians and non-Christians are indis- 
oriminately taxed, then the Government is itself persecut- 
ing and interfering with them in flagrant violation at 
least of the spirit ef the treaty. Surely the Government 
Sp Sete 90.00 it has se often forbidden 
its 
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‘Your Highness knows ef my uniform unwillingness and 
frequent refusals to interfere in matters wholly Chinese; 
but this is an internati enal question, in that it concerns 
treaty stipulations, and tends toward results not likely ito 
foster or increase amicable relations which we all heartily 
desire, and whieh are so necessary at this time to the 
rehabilitation and peaceful progress ef the Bupire. I 
therefore suggest either that the rule be abolished, er 
that the Chinese Director in charge be instructed te con- 
fer with Dr. Hayes, the President of the College, and teo- 
gether devise some modification#= whieh will allew er re- 
quire all students ef the College te pay the Sage some 
outward mark of respeet, but not involving the idea ef 
actual worship. iIf this is not done, and the strict oom 
pliance with the rule is insisted upon, ali Christian 
etudents will be positively inhibited from attendance, 
the Christian Professors will undoubtedly be driven out, 
and the people will construe the action as a direot blow 
by the Government against Christianity.

In reply to your esteemed favor of May 12th. 

Thank you for sending to the Viceroy in our behalf, 
knowing that we were in southern Chihli. Yes, the offi- 
cials were kind to the last degree. Viceroy Yuan had given 
me letters of introduction which were passports to favor 
with all the local Magistrates in our field, and wen this 
trouble arose they saw that we were well escorted- even 
sending an aneort on the train to Paotingfu from Chengting. 
Of course this last was useless, but it accorded with their 


ideas of necessary courtesy. 

Re. the beginning of this present uprising. 4n au- 
thority of the Magistrate at Nan Loa, Tai Ming and Kwang 
Ping, who all told substantially the same story in personal 
conversation; it is this: A French Priest from Wei Hsien 
(in Kuang Ping fu, of Chihli Province, with Wei Hsien, of 
Shantung,) visited Tai Ming, attending some one sick there. 
During his absence some of the members of the Roman Catho- 
lie Church at Wei Hsien smashed some idols which the Chin- 
ese were carrying about, and towhich they were praying for 
rain--saying that they were useless mud, etc. The worship- 
ers retaliated by demolishing the R. C. chapel. In the 
melee "all" the Roman Catholics were killed.( Which may 
mean those who did not escape. We found in Tai Ming many 
refugees from different parts.) And the French Priest was 
killed together with a Chinese gentleman and the carter, 
who were returning from Tai Ming, at a point ten lis from 
Wei a by @ party awaiting them in ambush. 
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of the trouble-(from perhaps 50 to 100 lis from Tai Ming) 
and were talking peace between soldiers and people. 

My helper said there was evidence of the existence of 
the old I Ho Chuan under a new name, Lien Chuang, which 
I take to mean the Allied or Banded Villages. The Chinese 
are easily alarmed, so I @ not know how much there is in 
this latter. 

We met considerable companies of troops going down 
from Paocting southward, and we were told by a German who 
is under appointment as instructor in the Chinese army that 
4000 had been sent down. I saw no evidence of anything 
like this number. 

The crops are poor in the section where the trouble 
centers. iIn most of the country from Paoting to Chang An 
and Tung Ming in the extreme south of the Province and 
around Tsacchou-fu, Shantung, the crops are fair to good, 
so far as wheat is concerned, and I do not look for any 
general uprising. 

We found the people quiet, and for the most part well 
disposed toward us. Many more individual inquiries as to 
the Christian doctrine than I have ever before met, in 


proportion to the people seen. Yet there was need of care, 
and we avoided the fairs and markets very generally, as in 
two places at least there was evident.a spirit of hostil- 
ity. In two places the cry was raised, "They have come; 


they ought to be killed.” The question was put to me wheth- 


er the foreign troops had all left yet or not. Everywhere 

America was spoken of favorably py officials and people.

A day or two ago you came in person to enquire about 
the state of affairs at Kuang-tgung. 

We are now in reeipt of a telegram from the Seper- 
intendent of Trade for the Northern Ports, as follows: 
"The consecutive reports which have come to hand are 
to the effect that the runaway rebel leader, Liu-hsi-hai, 
gathered together a gang of several hundred men, who plund- 
ered the people on their way as they pushed westward; but 
the detachments of soldiers on guard attacked them in the 
fiank, and routed them at every point. 

On the 12th of May they came back to P'ing-hsiang and 
Ch'u-chow, only one hundred odd strong, but the drilied 


: 


troops at Ta-ming cut them off, the rebel leader Liu being 
among the slain. 

The Southern part of this Province is now quite in 
peace. 

As to the fight at Chien-chih-ts'un, over a thousand 
were killed. According to the testimony of the clansmen ani 
neighbors of Ching-t'ing-pin who identified his body, this 
rebel chief was killed in that battle. 

I have instructed the several corps to keep a sharp 
look-out, and have delegated the Taotais of Ch'ing-ho and 
Ta-ming to attend to the work of reconstruction with the 
help of the local Prefects and Magistrates, and thus hope 
that the trouble will be quite stamped out."

On the 8th of the 4th Moon, May 15th, I re- 
ceived a petition. from. the Chinese at Bonoclalay stating that, Dure 
ing the cold season of the 25th Year of Kuang-hsu ( 1899 ), the Aut 
horities of the Sandwich Islands, on the ground of taking measures 
against the spread of the Plague, destroyed, by fire, almost their 
whole settlement. 

That, Congress md sanctioned th e opening of a Bureau for 
officially varifying the ind@emnities, which amounted to $1500 ,000; 
the apportioned sums to be paid up within three years, All 
claims for losses by whatever nationality, were considered in- 
cluded in thas sum, 

The Chinese.claims, from a few tens of dollars, to a thou~- 
sand or ten thousand dollars, amounted to the total of, at least, 
over one million Dollars. 

The claims Mve been under investigation ever since the 
llth Moon of last year, (Dec.-Jan.); but the indemnities la ve 
not yet been paid, nor had they heard of any definite apportionment 

That, the Chinese Consul at Honolulu had repeatedly urged 
for a settlement, but had not yet received a definite reply. 

As these Chinese cannot, at present, make ends meet, and 
mve nothing to fall back upon, they asked tmt the American Minis~ 
ter in Pekin, be approached on the subject, in order that he might 
press the speedy payment of the indemnities. 

I find that the Chinese in the Sandwich Islands are, on 
account of this calamity, ina truly pitiable plight. 

As they ere in urgent need of relief which the indemity will 
meet, I feel in duty bound to send this dispatch to Your Excellency 


to forward to your Government, that it may speedily settle up these 


indemnities, thus s howing pity for People in Distress, and also 
manifesting its Justice.

On the 20th instant a letter from the Secretary of 
the Bankers’ Commission at Shanghai, was laid before the 
Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, asking substantially whether 
in the opinion of the Corps the Final Protocol provided 
that the indemnity payments must be made in gold, or its 
equivalent in exchange at the rate on day any payment is 
made; or if it might be paid in taels, no matter what the 
value of silver was on the date of payment, or if it might 
be paid in taels, calculating the value of the tael at the 
rate of April ist, 1901, as given in the table in paragraph 
"a" of Article VI of the Protocol. 

This inquiry was based on an assumption by the Taotai, 
that the debt could be discharged by making payments in 


so many taels, no matter what their value or the rate of 


exchange on any day. 


The Diplomatic Corps was unanimous in the opinion 


and must be paid either in gold, or in exchange at the. 
rate of exchange of the day the payment is made. A letter 
in this sense was subsequently sent by the Dean to the 


= 


Secretary of the Commission. 


In my judgment the Protocol fully justifies this opin- 


ion. By its terms China agrees to pay to the Powers, 
450,000,000 Hai-Kuan Taels; and agrees, also, that this 
shall constitute a gold debt calculated at the rate of the 
Hai-Kuan Tael to the gold currency of each country, as in- 
dicated in the table given in paragraph "a," Article VI. 
This table was given in the Protocol only for the purpose 
of determining the anount of the debt in gold, which China 
was to pay.» for instance, if the entire debt were due to 
the United States, it would be 450,000000 multiplied by 
0.742, = $333,900,000; or if to France, it would be 450, 


000,000 multiplied by 3.750, = 1,687,500,000 francs. 


The amount thus being fixed in gold, there follows in 


the same article a distinct promise that it shall be paid 
in gold, or in its equivalent in exchange, not at the rate 


given in the table, but at rates corresponding to the 


that the debt is, by the terms of the Protocol, a gold debt, 


current rates of the days on which payments are to be made.

As you are already advised by the enclosure in my No. 
986, of the 15th instant, which passed yours en poste, no 
such condition was put into the contract, but as far as 
possible all purchases are to be made through public ten- 
ders. The British Minister had already told me that in 
preparing the contract he proposed no such requirement. 
However, I called at the Foreign Office yesterday, and was 
informed that no such condition had been demanded, yet

Prince Ch'ing himself disclaimed any actual knowledge of 
the matter. He did this, evidently, because Yuan Shih-k'ai 
and Hu Yu-fen have been severely criticised from the Throne 
for the contract which they had already a@dgned, and His 
Highness desires to avoid any responsibility. 

The Russian Minister is still strongly objecting to 
the agreement, and it will undoubtedly have to be consider- 
ably modified. 

After receiving your telegram of May 15th, I gave ny 
consent to the transfer of the road, under the conditions 
named in the contract."A."

I told him, of course, that I was bound to believe

I hewe the honor to enclose herewith copy of an In- 
perial Decree published on the 28th instant, making sever- 
al important changes in provincial offices. 

The following is a brief official history of the 
appointees: 

HSI-LIANG served as Prefect in Shan-tung in 1896; Tao- 
tai in Shan-si in 1898; Provincial Judge in Honan in 1899; 
Director General of the Yellow River in 1901; Governor of 
Honan 1901-1902. A Manchu of the conservative type; sent 
an escort with Missionaries from Shan-si to Hankow in 1900. 

CHANG-JEN-CHUN was Taotai os Uaioe in 1889; Pro- 
vincial Judge in Canton in 1894; Treasurer of Shantung in 
1898; Director General of Grain trangport in 1900; Governor 
of Shantung in 1902. A good scholar, but with little ex 
eoutive ability. 


CHOU-FU was Tactai of Tientsin in 1882; Acting Salt 
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Commissioner in 1666; Treasurer of Chihli in 1901. A man 
of sterling character, good common sense, and progressive. 
WU CH'UNG-HSI, Grain Intendant, Chiang-an in 1896. 
Little known. 
The appointment of Chou-fu, who is well known to most 
foreigners here, to the important Governorship of Shan-tung, 
is believed to be an excellent one.

Sir: 

I have the honor to report that for some months, a 
German firm, Messrs. Arnhold, EKarberg & Co., of Shanghai, 
Tientsin, etc., has been trying to secure from the Chinese 
Government, a monopoly of the opium manufacture and trade 
throughout the entire Empire. 

Their plan is, that every ounce of opium, both native 
and imported, shall be sold through them; they building 
manufactories and refineries where they please, put the 
article up as will, as nearly as possible, prevent counter- 
feiting and smuggling, and to provide a severe penalty if 
anyone, anywhere in the Bupire, shall be found with opium 
in his possession, excepting in the package of their de- 
vice. For this purpose they expect to use some patent flex 
ible metallic tubes of various sizes. 

m For thie privilege they propose to give the Chinese : 


Govermment one-half the gross proceeds of all sales, which 


Bapire of some fifteen million taels per ycar. They pro- 
pose to double the present selling price of opium, and put 
the supervision of the trade in the hands of the Imperial 
Customs. They make their proposition rather inviting to 

the Chinese by showing them that this will be an easy way 

to pay off their indemnities. 

In order to prevent opposition from any particular 
Power, they propose to organize an international syndicate, 
and for this purpose are inviting the important banks all 
over the world to become shareholders. They intend to 
leave all the duties, except likin, just as they are at 
present; the importer and grower to proceed as now, except 
that they must sell only to this syndicate. 

They claim that it will take at least two or three 
years to make the machinery, build factories for manufactur- 
ing and refining, and put the monopoly in actual operation. 
Therefore they promi se te advance to the Chinese Government 
one million pounds per year, for:three years, to be recouped 
out of subsequent sales. 

It is not likely that Chine will ask the consent of 
any of the Powers before entering into the contract, yet 
it is more than likely that Great Britain will object on 


account 


account of her East Indian trade, though the promoters say 


that their scheme will help, rather than hinder that trade. 


The Russian Minister, personally, is wifavorable to 
it, but it is intimated that the Russo-Chinese Bank, be- 
cause of its interest in the syndicate, will influence the 
Russian Goverment on its favor. 

It is to be feared that the greatly increased price, 
the centralization of trade, the subsequent driving out 
therefrom of thousands of tradesmen, and the general dis- 
turbanee of long-established custom and trade will incite 
to serious and dangerous riots everywhere. 

The interested promoters, as well as the Chinese, 
are trying to keep the details of the negotiations very 
secret; hence the particulars furnished in this despatch 
may not be absolutely exact, but the general plan,as de- 
tailed, is correct.

The Catholic and Protestants residing at Jen-keang in the 
District of Nan-ch'ang, mve hitherto not been on good terms 
with each other. 

On the 17th of the Sth Moon, 27th Years of Kuang~-Heu, 
(july 2nd, 1901) a Catholic Wen-chieh-sheng, son of Wen-Yu-lien, 
was ferried across (a stream) on araft belonging to two Protest~ 
ants, Chung Chuan-sheng and Chung Ta-hs ie 

As the Catholic would not pay ferry (fare), the result 
was a quarrel, which was reported by Wen Chieh-sheng to Fan-tsu- 
hsiu, also a Member of the Catholic Church. 

This Fan-tsu-hsiu then proposed to gether together a crowd 
ami get up a fight; they fought on the 17th and 19th of the 
Moon (July 2nd and 4th), plunderim and destroying each other's gra 
goods. Pive Protestants, Wan-fa-k'un, Teng-liu-sheng, Hsu~-kuang- 
fu, Wan-ging-t'ai, were Severely wounded, but recovered from their 
injuries. Four Protestants, Wu Tien-tze, Chu Ho-p'ing, Ch'en 


Pa~kuei, An Te-ch*en were wounded and afterward « drowned. Wan 


K'e-p'i and Wan Ya-t'ou were drivel int the water and were drowned 
About this time, a member of the Protestant Church, Ch'en 
Hai-hs iu, was acarrying water, am his water bucket knocked 
against the left thigh of Pu Ping-fa, a Catholic, also called 
Ya-t"ou, This led to an altercation during which Fu Ping-fa 
stabbed Ch*'en Hai-hsiu and killed him. When this matter came 
to the knowledge of the Authorities, a Colonel Ch'iang P'i-wang 
of the Keang-se Provincial force, was deputed jointly with the 
District Magistrate, to proceed with soldiers to restore order;

These measures for protection were made widely known 
by Your Majesties' Ministers in order to control and quiet the 
people, and whenever local rebels caused disturbances, they 
were at once put an end to. 

Wherever Foreign interests were endangered, the Consuls 
all kindly rendered assistance, not doubting our sincerety. 
Days and months passed, and strife and bloodshed were 
fortunately averted. On reviewing the past, Memorialists

J? dends all its energies to the training of a band of voung men so thoroughly Christian in 
spirit that they cannot but give their services, in one capacity or in another, to the church to whose life they 
owe their educational opportunity, and for whose need they have received their training. So, from 
one point of view, this North China College is the flower and fruit of our evangelistic work ; from another 


Tbe Steps to a College Course 


Although so modest in their pretensions, the college and 
seminary stand at the head of a flight of educational stairs, 
climbed by the lads with no less of effort than is demanded in 
more favored countries. Everywhere that the first influences 
of the church have gone, is to be found the little village school, 
established that the children of converts or inquirers may not 
grow up in the darkness of total ignorance. Its cost is next 
to nothing, and its instruction is of the primary order. There 
follows for the favored boys a higher school, at the central 
station nearest their home, answering somewhat in its course 
to our grammar schools at home. Chosen lads of best promise 
are from there sent up to Tungcho, to the high school, or 
academy, where a course of four years fits them for entrance 


into college. Thus, before they enter on the college course, they have been for years in a Christian 
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COLLEGE GATE HOUSE. 


It exists in fact as 


environment and under Christian instruction; and if 
likely to prove themselves unworthy of a full equip- 
ment for Christian work, they have in all probability 
early shown their untitness and fallen out by the way. 
It is for boys thus carefully selected and patiently pre- 
pared that the college provides instruction. 


The Field That it Supplies 


North, South, East or West, the Congregational 
Church in America does not lack for colleges and semi- 
MAP OF NORTH CHINA. naries,— one or more for every State or locality. 
But the college at Tungcho must supply for our church 
the need of a population half as numerous as that of the whole United States. Even to-day, this is not 
a light undertaking. What will it be, in the natural growth of the church, before the passing of 
another generation? From the Great Wall skirting the mountains of Mongolia on the North, to the 
Yellow River —“China’s sorrow” — in the great plain on the South, and from the sea to beyond the 
mountains of Shansi, Christian fathers and mothers in our church look to Tungcho for the training of 
such of their sons as may be devoted to its service, and the church itself looks to the same centre for 
the supply of its pastors and teachers. Little danger here of the need being over provided for, or of 
expensive rivalry between competing schools; nor will the solitariness of our position be encroached 
upon for many years. 


Its Situation 


It lies just outside of the gray city wall of Tungcho — the so-called Port of Peking — fourteen miles 
from the capital itself. All about it is the unbroken level of the dusty plain, but to the North and 
West rises in the distance a blue wall of mountains, through the midst of which winds a spur of the 
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more immediately helpful and stimulating to the Chinese than this. The material world that had been 
commonplace, with the commonplaceness of the dull peasant life that they inherit, suddenly becomes a 
second revelation of the power and wisdom of God; and in these visible wonders of His creation 
they see the immediate handiwork of Him of whom they have learned since childhood in the Gospels. 
At the other end of the building is 


The Reading-Room 


used both for this purpose and also +. a recitation and meeting-room. Charts and cabinets, for illus- 
trating zoology, botany, geology, and physiology, line the walls. All the leading Chinese periodicals 
are on file at the reading-desks, and on the book-shelves are all of the best of the Western writings 
that have been made accessible to Chinese readers. The room is used as a recreation and game-room as 
well. 

Although the college has as yet no building set apart for a museum, provision has been made in Wil- 
liams Hall for the display of such scientific collections as have been secured. These exhibits prove a 
decided attraction to Chinese strangers who are thereby led to visit our compound. The College Y. M. 
C. A. improves the opportunity thus afforded to do active Christian work among the visitors. 


The Course of Study (See opposite page) 


It is evident that the course of study is shaped mainly with reference to practical ends. And yet 
it would compare favorably, as regards the mental culture that it gives, with a college course at home. 
There are two striking points of difference between such a course in America and in China. For the 
Occident foreign languages must take up a large share of the student’s attention during seven or eight 
years. Omit from the curriculum Latin and Greek, and French and German, and you would have set 
free much time for other studies. This freedom from foreign languages we have in our Chinese course, 
and were there no counterbalancing additions it would naturally be much shorter than one in Western 
lands. But to take its place comes, first of all, besides the learning to recognize and to write the multi-

tudinous characters of their own language, the memorizing and interpretation of 

the Chinese classics; a most laborious and somewhat arid field of study, and yet 

one absolutely necessary for any Chinese who would command the respect of his 

people. To this is added a thorough grounding in Biblical studies, continuing 

throughout the course. It includes the memorizing of large portions of Scripture, 

the history both of Old and New Testaments, an outline study of the Gospels 

and of the Acts and Epistles, Typology, Christian Evidences, and Moral Philoso- 

phy. Few graduates of colleges in Western lands, even with their Christian 

training from childhood, have so intimate and detailed a knowledge of the con- 

tents of the Bible. Mathematics is carried to about the same point as in the 

required work of our best colleges at home. Political Economy, International 

Law, and Mental Philosophy, have a prominent place in the work of the 

college, though it is to be confessed that in this last branch the Chinese 5) ». + swerrimip, v. d., 
mind, following the lines of its age-long development, shows at its weak- °®*S!DENT OF THE COLLEGE, 
est point. It is for this reason that mathematics and the exact sciences 

are so vitally essential for the Chinese, that they may gradually be brought to see the necessity for closely 
reasoned and articulated thinking, and perceive —as it were for the first time in the history of the 
Chinese mind — the nature of a logical demonstration. Slowly and with much pains, both for teacher 
and scholar, this object is being achieved. 

Much emphasis is placed upon the importance of good speaking and clear writing, as well as 
upon high thinking; and weekly rhetorical exercises are maintained, where the students are given 
careful drill in platform speaking. 

Vocal music has an important place in the _ arriculum of the school, though little time is devoted to 
it. It is generally supposed abroad that the Chinese, all whose music is little more than a barbaric 
cacophony, are incapable of appreciating or reproducing the delicate harmonies say of a modern anthem. 
How far from true this impression is, appears from what has been accomplished in the college after several 
years of instruction in the Tonic SolFa System. Not only are the lads able to sing any ordinary hymn- 
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she correctly at sight, and in all four parts— which the boys of no American school could have done 
twenty years ago —but this is now done mostly under the instruction of native teachers, older boys 
selected from their own number. How valuable all this is, and how much it tells of future usefulness 
for these young men as pastors or preachers, able to lead and imstruct their own congregations, it needs 
no reflection to understand. Nor are there many features of the course in which the boys take a keener 


mae Wiby no English is Used 


The medium of instruction is exclusively Chinese, no English being taught or used at any stage of 
the course. Some might wonder at this policy, and some have openly criticised it. Yet it represents 
the unanimous conviction of the teaching faculty and of our whole mission, based upon what seem to us 
the most cogent reasons. Chiefly because the teaching of English would open upto the young men a 
possible and most tempting future, wholly alien to the great purpose which the college distinctly has in 
view — the special service of the church. The demand for English-speaking young men is now unlimited, 
but the positions offered them place them inevitably in a hot-bed of temptation, and too often cause them 
gradually to drift away from any active support of the church to which they owe their training. There 
must be Christian English-speaking Chinese, and schools to prepare them; it is only that this work 
is not for us; that we have deliberately limited the aim of the North China College to the training of 
Christian young men for lines of active Christian usefulness, and for the most part in the immediate ser- 
vice of the church. But there is a further reason why Chinese is made the exclusive medium of instruc- 
tion. In spite of its manifest defects, every year sees the language becoming a more worthy medium for the 
teaching even of the most advanced lines of science. So that to admit its incapacity to adapt itself to the 
ideas and terminology of modern science, and to be content with teaching the sciences from English text- 
books, is to admit defeat before the battle has well begun, and to retreat in advance from the effort to 
build up such a system of education, along the lines of national self-respect, as in the end shall inevitably 


win the day. 
Tndustrial Work 
Two ends are to be gained by accustoming the students to manual labor. The less important ir 
e 


Mat they may aid in their own support, even though in a slight degree. But of more consequence is 
the breaking down of that pernicious hereditary conviction that a “scholar” must be above all such 
base uses, and that any form of industrial labor for an educated man is a disgrace. It is of the utmost 
consequence that the leaders in the church should be like St. Paul, not ashamed “to labor with their 
hands.” With this end in view, it is required of the students that all the care of the college building 
should be in their hands. Not only the care of their own bed-rooms, but the cleaning, sweeping, and 
dusting of halls and chapel, the serving of meals, the washing of clothes, and much incidental labor in 
connection with the common life of so large a family. Beyond this, we try to find for them one hour’s in- 
dustrial work each day, whether in vegetable gardening and strawberry cultivation, or in digging, wheel- 
ing and grading, in one part or another of the college premises. For all the agricultural labor, the sale 
of our vegetables and strawberries enables us to pay the students at the rate of fifty cash (about one and 
one-half cents) per hour, the money being spent by them, as a rule, for the purchase of books or for other 
necessary expenses of their college course. 


Tbe Students 


The boys all come from humble, chiefly from peasant homes. Nor does this imply, as some might 
suppose, any mental inferiority upon their part. On the contrary, there is propably no better material in 
China for the raising up of a fresh, sturdy, intellectual aristocracy, which shall need no adventitious inci- 
dent of wealth or social standing to secure its right to leadership. Among those who have already 
passed through the college have been some of the keenest and most gifted minds with whom their in- 
structors have ever had to do—and these from the humble homes of the common people. All but a 
very few of the pupils in both academy and college are professing Christians. And not only are they 
Christians by profession, but most of them give unmistakable evidence of an honest desire to live the life 
of our Lord’s disciples. The morale of the school has steadily improved through recent years, and re- 
quires now the minimum of disciplinary government. The principle of sodlesse oblige — or, as in the 
Chinese maxim, “the superior man respects himself” — has begun to take possession of the minds of 
the older students. They have a well organized Young Men’s Christian Association, the oldest in China. 
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Already it has been efficient for good. In its meetings for prayer, for Bible study, for reports on work 
accomplished, for discussions as to methods of labor, all conducted by leaders appointed by themselves, 
it has done the work of an important educational agency. Above all, it has united the students in 
active Christian effort; whether for the strangers who come to our college compound, or for listeners in 
the street chapel, or in the surrounding villages, to which the students in rotation go week by week.

Tbe Graduates 


Wherever the Mission has organized work, even in its furthest outposts, there are to be found the 
graduates of the high school and of the college. On them, in steadily increasing measure, the actual 
burden of mission work is resting and must rest, the foreigners as days go on being rather overseers, 
guides, advisers in the church. Wherever there is a school, an out-station, a church, a hospital, there is 
a call for a trained Christian man, either to aid or to take the lead in its development. In one of these 
four capacities, teacher, evangelist, pastor, or medical assistant, nearly every graduate both of seminary 
and college will be found to-day. 
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The Graduate as Teacher 


The village and station schools are not only the feeders of the college and the ranks of the church 
helpers, but of the church itself. They form, more than any other agency, the foundation of our work. 
But the value of a preparatory school is proportioned directly to the mental training and Christian char- 
acter of the teachers in charge. Only those who have learned by experience what a Christian school 
should be, and what it is able to do for its scholars, can make the suitable school-masters for the children 
of the church. In days past, when the teachers at best were more Confucianist 
than Christian, and hopelessly ignorant beyond the narrow range of their ex- 
perience, the usefulness of the schools was at its minimum. Now, manned as 
they are beginning to be by educated young men, trained in an atmosphere of 
earnest and aggressive Christianity, they are becoming of immensely increased 
value and efficiency. A few of the graduates thus find their way each year into 
the ranks of the teachers in the church.

Gbe Graduate as Medical Assistant 


There is no need to dwell upon the place and power of the medical work 
as a missionary agency. But there is ed to remind the church at home that 
the few doctors sent out to us are, by themselves, utterly unable to overtake the 
work that opens before them after the establishment of dispensary and hospital. 
It is a work, like that of preaching, that develops with years, and demands of 
necessity a multiplication of the original workers. This demand cannot be met 
from home; it must be met by China herself. And here again the college steps 
in to supply the need of educated Christian young men, fitted to become skilled 
medical assistants. How well skilled they become, and how invaluable they 
are in every department of the medical mission, any of our physicians will bear 
witness.

Financial Support 


We are steadily pressing the parents of the students to do to their ut- 
most in giving support to their sons while acquiring their education, but 
their utmost is usually within very narrow limitations, and if it has always 
been necessary for Christian men of means, who appreciate the value of 
education in fitting the young for the duties of life, to give liberally to the 
support of Christian schools in the home land, much more it is necessary to 
do so in the first period of introducing Christianity in heathen lands. 

The immediate needs of the college, in so far as equipment is concerned, 
are now measurably provided for. The recent bequest from the estate of 
Mrs. Tank, of Wisconsin — $10,000 for endowment, and $25,000 for devel- 
opment — has brought this happy state of things to pass. Without it, we 
should still have been involved in the bitter struggle to accomplish a work of 
the utmost importance under impossible conditions and in the face of 
almost hopeless odds, owing to lack of support from home. Much of this 
$25,000 has already been expended, simply to render economically good 


‘ the expenditures already incurred, and to put upon a practical working footing the agencies which, both 
in kind and in extent, had already been adopted and put in operation by the Board. There are still 


needed a few thousand dollars, which, with the remainder of the Tank bequest, may be sufficient to erect 
within the next few years a chapel and additional dormitories for the increasing number of students. An 


; immediate need, however, is of further endowment, furnished prefocrably by numerous friends in small 
4 amounts,— either of perpetual scholarships, at $500 each, of annual scholarships for a fixed term of years 
or for an indeterminate period, at $25 per annum, or of native teacherships, at $75 per annum. It is

| appropriation for running expenses, and to bring us into personal touch with those friends of the college

Gordon mMhemorial Theological Seminary 


Stress already has been laid upon the vital relation between the college and 
the seminary, the former existing, it might almost be said, for the latter. As no 
call can be higher, and no life-work more blessed than that of a messenger of 
the Good Tidings, it is our hope that all of the college graduates showing special 
fitness for this apostleship may be desirous of entering upon the theological 
course, Till now, the majority of the college graduates have thus passed on into 
the semimary. Its course, one of three years, is arranged with reference to the 
needs and capacities of men of college training. The ground covered is sub- 
stantially the same as in Western lands, with the omission of Hebrew, and with 
the exception that all exegesis is necessarily from their own language and not 
from the original tongues. Nor is actual evangelistic work during the time of 
their studies omitted. It is the expectation that street chapel preaching be carried

on by them as opportunity offers through their entire course, and, in a less degree, other forms, 4 
aid in church work as well. The summer vacations are long, admitting of the students’ return to their 
homes, where they act as helpers under the local pastor. Thus theory and practice go hand 
in hand throughout the three years, and the dangers of pedantry, of bookishness, and of alienation 
from the life and habits of their own people, are guarded against with care. 


TWO HELPERS AND THEIR HOME. 


Scattered through the Mission, there is a good number of men who give promise of usefulness as 
helpers, but who have never had the special training of the college, fitting them to enter the regular 
theological class. Should they do so, it would be at the expense of their fellow students, as similar 
experiments have signally demonstrated in Western lands. For these men it has seemed best to provide 
a special “short-cut” course of two years. The first class under this new system, nineteen men, bas 
finished its studies. From the first they have been full of interest and enthusiasm, and much is hoped 
for from their labors in years to come. The wisdom of the experiment has been amply justified, and 
hereafter such a special class will be made up from time to time, as men offer for this purpose. 
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Some years ago the seminary received from Hon. Nathaniel Gordon 
of Exeter, New Hampshire, the generous gift of $10,000 as endowment, 
an has since been known — in recognition of this provision for its con- 
tinued support —as the Gordon Memorial Theological Seminary. The 
investment, however, has of late proved unremunerative, so that the 
seminary has been dependent upon special annual gifts or appropriations 
for its running expenses. Its buildings are few and simple —a few dormi- 
tories and one recitation-room — and are still in the city compound, a 
mile and a half distant from the college. 


The Student as Evangelist and Pastor 


Naturally it is impossible to over-estimate the value of the seminary 
tu the Mission as a whole, Wherever our Board has work, there will be found the native evangelist or 
pastor, educated with a few exceptions, at the Gordon Memorial Seminary, faithfully bearing the burden 
and heat of the day. Already at Peking, Tungcho, Paotingfu, and 
Pang Chuang, are ordained pastors from the school, supported 
entirely or almost entirely by native contributions, living as do the 
people, and receiving even smaller salaries than the ignorant 
heathen teachers, occasionally employed by the missionaries as 
personal instructors in Chinese. Besides these pastors, there 
are many others, equally faithful and industrious, for whom 
there is no regular pastoral charge, but who are at work as 
street-chapel preachers, or as evangelists, in isolated out-stations. 
These too have, for the most part, been educated in Tungcho, 
and for the speedy recruiting of their ranks the Mission looks 
still to this same centre.

There can be no doubt as to what the outlook is. Until the Congregational Church in America 
decides that for itself whether for pastors, teachers or laymen—all forms of education are un- 
necessary, the Congregational Church of China will of mecessity abide by the same principles. 
And unless the church recognizes that it must itself provide this ed- 
ucation, our whole body of Christians — the leaders and the led — 
will remain in the accustomed darkness of ignorance. The outlook 
is for continuous growth for the future. Except it be purchased 
at the cost of the paralysis of the Church’s energies, there can be, 
in the nature of the case, no retrogression, nothing but advance. 
To meet this advance there is still a need. The need of un 
derstanding and sympathy on the part of the churches at home; 
the want of a great body of those who shall remember, both 
in interest and in prayer, this central activity in the endeavor 
to bring a people out of darkness into His marvellous light.

President Lowry then read the following report :— 


REPORT OF PEKING UNIVERSITY. 


20th May, 1901. 
One year ago the semester closed amid scenes of excite- 


ment which culminated in the most remarkable siege of history. 


Many of our students were shut up within the area defended 
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by foreign troops. It is a gratification to record that during 


these memorable fifty-six days of peril and anxiety they 
acquitted themselves with credit, and by general testimony 
rendered valuable service in the defence. Some received 
special mention for their bravery and faithfuloess, and their 
intelligent and ready response to the call of duty under such 
trying experiences. _Those who could speak English were in 
constant demand as interpreters and messengers. 

One of our alumni, Liu Chi-hsien, of the class of 1898, lost 
his life while assisting at the barricades in Prince Su’s palace, 
having been instantly killed by a bullet wound in the head. 

Others of our students and alumni perished in the 
massacres that occurred in various parts of the country. 
Li Té-jén, of the class of 1893, and for years in charge of the 
Intermediate School in Tientsin, was killed while on a visit to 
his relatives near Ch‘ang P‘ing-chou. 

Wang Chih-shén, a member of the present senior class, 
deserves a special memorial for his faithtulness unto death. 
He was taken by the Boxers, and was offered the choice of 
recantation or death. To make it easier for him to recant it 
was proposed that some of his friends should worship the idols 
in his. stead. He constantly refused to be untrue to his 
convictions, and exhorted his persecutors to personal repentance 
and an acceptance of Christianity. They cut off his lips to 
prevent his preaching to them, and then cut off his arms and 
legs, and finally cut his body to pieces. We consider it an 
honor to the Peking University to have had a part in the 
developement of such a heroic and noble character. 

Tou Lien-ming of the Freshman class, and Ch‘én Wei- 


yaan of the Intermediate School, were also among the victims 
of Boxer outrages. 
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On my return in October it was uncertain whether we 
could open our work before peace should be finally settled. 
Many of the students were employed as interpreters in the 
various Camps, and it did not seem best to have them leave 
their positions to resume their class work. It was finally 
decided to begin with the boys who were unemployed, and on 
November the 2nd the semester opened with twenty-eight in 
attendance. The number of students increased rapidly, and 
we soon had to refuse admittance to applicants from lack of 
room ; we close the present semester with a total, of 164 
boys in the different departments. The inconvenience and 
unsuitableness of the Chinese buildings have prevented the 
perfect organization and discipline that are necessary to the 
best work, though we have reason for gratitude at the results. 
The boys themselves have appreciated the difficulties of the 
situation, and have applied themselves diligently to their 
work. 

Whatever of success that has been attained under these 
peculiarly difficult conditions is due in large measure to the 
enthusiasm, tact and organizing ability of Prof. King: He 
generously postponed his furlough, though just recovering 
from a fever which attacked him after the Siege, in order to 
assist in the adjustment of the classes. After this was ac- 
complished, and he had completed his own work with the 
senior class, he started for home on his well-earned vacation. 

Very valuable have been the services of Rev. Liu Ming- 
chiian. His church in the southern city had been demolished, 
and he was able to devote his time to teaching, which he has 
done freely and efficiently: Ch'én Wei-ch‘eng, who was 
receiving a good salary as interpreter, gave up his position to 
resume his class-work, for which he receives only one-tenth as 
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much pay. Mr. Tien Shu-nien taught his classes during the 
early mornings and evenings without salary from the 
University. Lu Wan-tien and Ch'in Lung-chang have given 
their entire time to teaching and general management of the 
students, and their work and devotion to the interests of 
the institution have been most satisfactory. 

We note with great pleasure the honors deservedly 
bestowed upon Prof. Gamewell. While we rejoice iu the public 
and official recognition of his distinguished services in the 
siege, we are especially gratified that his scientific attainments 
and professorial abilities have been recognized,—Columbia 
University having bestowed upon him the degree of Master of 
Arts, and Dickinson College having given him the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy. : 

Miss Terrell is now taking her vacation in the States, but 
will return in time for work in the Autumn. We are glad to 
extend a hearty welcome to Prof. Headland, who has just 
returhbed. He also returns with well-earned literary and 
academic honors, the degree of Ph. D. having been conferred 
upon him by his Alma Mater. 

Since the last meeting of this Board all the material part 
of the University has been completely destroyed, but we are 
thankful to be able to report that its work has been carried on 
without very serious intermission. The members of the 
senior class have completed their required studies, and would 
be recommended at this meeting for graduation, but it was 
thought best to give them their degrees at the close of the 
College year next January. 

I found Durbin Hall a mass of ruins, and in clearing off 
the debris discovered a ghastly sight in the cellar. Six 
skeletons and decayed bodies of Christians were taken out and 
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buried in the well where were four others who had been killed 
by the Boxers. We hope some friend will donate sufficient 
funds to erect over them a suitable memorial. 

It is of prime importance that Durbin Hall be rebuilt and 
enlarged according to the original plan, completing the 
quadrangle. This would give not only sufficient accommoda- 
tion for dormitories but also dining rooms, assembly halls, 
and recitation rooms all in the same building. The defect of 
the former building was the dificulty and expense of properly 
heating it. This defect can be effectually avoided in the 
construction of the new building. The slight increase in cost 
of heating over that of native dormitory buildings does not 
compare with the advantages secured in other respects. The 
attractiveness and architectural effect of the large two-story 
structures should not be without weight in deciding upon a 
University building where Western thought and methods are 
to prevail; but far more important is the convenience, 
economical use of space, better ventilation and sanitary 
arrangements, cleanliness and coutrol of the students to be 
secured, without the fearful risk of occasional loss of life from 
asphyxiation incident to the heating of native buildings. No 
matter what pains are taken, or how strict the instructions, 
among a large number of boys there will always be some who 
will be careless and thoughtless, and against their acts the 
greatest precautions will sometimes fail. We hope the-re- 
building may be commenced in the early Autumn. 

I have to ask your approval of the purchase of additional 
land nearly doubling the size of the campus. Some years ago 
this Board authorized the purchase of a tract extending east~ 
ward to the street. An unexpected opportunity was offered 
to make the purchase at a reduced price, which was accepted, 
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and other lots were secured later to complete the square. It 
is suggested that the money for these purchases be taken from 
the indemnity fund, which can be done without hindrance to 
other interests, as some departments of the work cannot be 
reorganized immediately. I have had the authority from the 
Trustees in New York to proceed with the building of the 
wall enclosing the campus and to prepare material for 
rebuilding Durbin Hall in the autumn. 

It is a source of deep regret that every tree on the campus 
was cut down. When the walls are rebuilt we can begin 
replanting the trees, which add so much to the attractiveness 
and comfort of the grounds. 

There have been several meetings with representatives 
of the North China College to consider the feasibility of a 
union institution. After considerable discussion it did not 
seem possible to unite on a common basis. They were willing 
that we should join them in Theological training, and their 
proposition was tentatively accepted on the condition that 
the two colleges should unite in the Arts Course. This 
condition they could not accept, aud our deliberations resulted 
in failure. 

As we are in the process of reorganization it may be well 
to restate that the aim and object of the Peking University 
is to maintain an educational institution of high grade on 
a distinctly and uncompromisingly religious foundation. 

That while it is neither sectarian nor denominational, 
every effort will be made to maintain a high spiritual-atmo- 
sphere in all its departments and work. That its doors shall 
be open to any properly qualified candidate, whether member 
of the Church or not, to share all the advantages it can offer. 
That its aim shall be, through the superiority of its courses of 
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study and teaching, to qualify young men for responsible 
positions in Church, and State, in Commercial life, or any © 
honorable vocation in the new China. We believe scholarship 
to be only one of the objects of education ; culture, manhood, 
integrity of character, are of no less importance to a well- 
rounded life. And it is worthy of note that in no other 
educational institution in China has so large a proportion of 
graduates chosen some form of Christian activity as their 
life work. 

We recognize three essential requisites for the accomplish- 
ment of these aims,—the character of the men recommended 
for its faculty, funds for current expenses and proper equip- 
ment, and time for growth. With godly, capable men to 
teach and with funds to support the institution, and time for 
developement, there is no question as to the future position 
and influence of the Peking University. China needs a new 
social order, which can only come by the multiplication of 
Christian, intelligent, patriotic young men. The part that 
this University shall have in this regeneration depends upon 
the support, moral and financial, it receives from its friends. 

The treasurer's report, which will be presented, shows a 
remainder on the 31st December of taels 519.33 at credit. 
Besides the report, the following items, which were not in the 
possession of the treasurer, will be of interest. 

During his vacation, Prof. Headland secured three Per- 
petual and twenty-four Annual Scholarships. Dr, M. L. 
Taft reports soo dollars gold donated by Judge Wm. M. 
Ingraham to endow a Perpetual scholarship. The courier, 
Chéng Tien-fang, who was successful in carrying a message from 
Peking to Tientsin and return during the siege, contributed 
one half of his reward of 1,000 taels to found a scholarship. 
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And the magistrate at Ch‘ang P‘ing-chou gave funds to 


i) found three scholarships for the support of three lads left 


orphans by the Boxers. Only the interest of these funds can 
be used, and thus the donation continues its power to bless 
during all the future history of the University. 

In closing this report we can say, we have been distressed, 
but not destroyed, Like the tree as it bends beneath the 
storm, clings closer to the rock and drives its roots deeper into 
the soil, so we believe the fearful experiences of the past year 
have only planted the Peking University deeper in the 
affection of its friends, both foreign and Chinese, and as it rises 
again in the calm and sunshine, will possess greater power to 
give spiritual and. intellectual pabulum to the multitudes of 
young men who shall be attracted by the beauty of its 
harmonious developement and ever-expanding usefulness.

Some inquiries were made as to several items in.the claim 
which were satisfactorily answered by the Chairman, who 
said that the amount of the claim was under, rather than 


over, the cost of replacing the buildings. 


To Dr. Martin's inquiry as to how many of the students 
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‘were self-supporting, Dr. Lowry replied that sixteen were 
entirely self-supporting, that others were partly so and that 
others still were supported by scholarships. 

On motion of Dr, Edkins, seconded by Mr. Hayner, it 
was resolved to purchase the additional land for the campuss 
as suggested by President Lowry in his Report. 

After some discussion of plans for rebuilding, it was moved 
by Mr. Williams and seconded by Sir Robert Hart, that the 
matter of erecting new buildings for the University to re- 
place those destroyed, be referred to the President and the 
Committee on Grounds and Buildings with power to act.

He added that, if 
by any chance Peking should not remain the Capital, there 
might be some of the supporters at home, who would not 
approve of the erection of such large buildings as were con- 
templated.

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Claim by ¥. H. Pethick against Chinese Gevernment for 
indemnity for permanent illness contracted in consequence of 
the siege of Legations, Peking, June-August, 1900.. 


t, WILLIAN m, PETHICK, American citizen, make the follow 
ing statement under oath. a 
For over twenty years I have been employed by H. B. Li 
Hemg-chang as private secretary and interpreter. Yor the five 
years preceding 1900, I lived with him in Peking in the Hsien 
Liang Ssu Temple. His Excellency left Peking in December 1899 
for his new post of Viceroy at Gusten. i was to follow later 
and meanwhile remained in my quarters in the temple. 

The Boxer movement had become so threatening in Peking 
that on June i2th I fled from the temple, leaving my personal 
property behind, an@ took refuge in the United States Legation, 
where I was given quarters in the house of the First Secretary, 
Mr. i. @. Seniors. Up to this time my occupation had been 
sedentary and my life a quiet ont. I had always enjoyed good 
health and had no serious atinente. After reaching the Legation 
I entered upon a life of unusual excitement and physic@l activ- 
ity, and tried to do my share in the general defence; I examined 
prisoners, secured supplies of native rice and was much with 
Captain Myers, w. 8. ¥. C., in the outer barricades. On June 
25th I volunteered to serve as guide and interpreter with a col- 
umn of American and Russian troops who marched several miles 
through heat and dust to the Nantang, South Cathedral, in 
Peking city, to regres mative Christians who were being murdered 
by Boxers, The Boxers were Griven off with loss and 200 Christ~ 
ian refugees were brought safely within our lines, This ex- 
pedition lasted six hours, and the violent exertion greatly 
exhausted me, 
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About June SOth I broke down under this long and violent 
physical strain and soon lost strength and could only move 
about with €iffieulty, From that time onward there was very 
little nourishing food for anyone, 

After the relief (August 14) I continued weak and was 
soon used up by a little exertion, and while in this state I 
had bronchitis last winter and afterwards severe heart trouble, 
which my doctors say will permanently injure my health and ad ort- 
en my life; and as they believe it had its origin in over~ 
exeption and privations during the siege, and as I shall have 
to carefully aveid for the rest of my life all kinds of physical 
exertion and so have my occupation much restricted, I consider 
that these circumstances justify me in claiming from Chines: 
Govermument an indemnity of Fifteen Thousand v. S. Gold dollars 
for permanent injury te health and shortening of life directly 
@ue to the sthess

Willian 5. Pethick, an Aneriean citizen, died at Pekine, 
on or about December 20th, 2901. On July 18th, 1901, pricr 
to his death, he filed this claim for indemnity, in the sum 

ef Fifteen Thousand Dollars for permanent injury to health and 
shortening of ife, Gus, as alleged, te over exertion and pri-~ 
vations @uring the siege of the Legations, Mr. Pethick having 
died, the claim is revived by the Hen. James W. Ragedale, the 
United States Consul at Tientsin, having in charge the settlement 
of ur, Pethick’s estate for its allewance in behalf of said 
eotate, 
The Committee of the Powers on Indemnities laid down the 
following rules applicable to this case; 

1, Claims are allowable for wounds er cruel treatment, 
entailing the death of the brea@-winner, incapacity fer work 
or direct loss of meaner. 

2. Claims are inhibited for illness, except in cases 
where it entails ineapacity to werk. 

The sworn statements of ur. Pethick’s physicians attached 
te this claim declare that the injury te his health was due to 
his exposure and privations during the siege in Peking, and 
entirely incapacitated him for any employment. 

It seems clear that had ur. Pethick lived his claim might 
have been allowed under the rules laid down by the Committee 
on Indemities, in whele er in part, according to the evidence 
adduced in its support, This being true, and Mr. Pethick's 
death having intervened, the questions presented to this Com 
ission are, (1), whether or not the claim survives to his 
estate; and (2), the measure and extent of the damages, if any, 
to said estate. 
In the absence of instructions or rules on this subject, 
: these 
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these questions must be pesclved by the Comission in accéré- 
ance with the general principles of law. 

7. -Pethick came te China originally from the State of 
yew York. He had resided here for thirty years, and had, pre- 
sumably, no intention of returning to the United States. For 
many years his occupation had been that of Private Secretary 
and Interpreter to His Excellency, the Viceroy Li Hung-chang. 

Section 4086 2.8.0.5. extends over citizens of the United 
States in China the jurisdiction, in both eriminal and civil 
matters of the laws of the United States; and in all cases 
where such laws are not adapted to the object, or are deficient 
in the provisions necessary to furnish suitable remidies, the 
common law and the law of equity and admiralty are extended over 
oush citizens. 

The descent and distribution ef property, and the regula- 
tion of personal property rights are ocuteide the scope of 
@ederal legislation, The question of the survival or abatement 


of this claim is therefore te be determined according to the 
rules of the common len, By the common law a claim for personal 
injury died with the party injured. *"Actio personalis moritur 
eum perecas.* But this rule of the comion law was modified — 
in England by statute 9 & 10 viet, (1846), which provided for r 
the survival to the husband, wife, parent or child of ,the in- 
jured party of the right ef recovery where death resulted, 


This modification of the common law rule has been incorporated 
inte the statutes of many of the States of the United states, 

and extended so as to include others of the deceased persons 
next of kin within its benefits, Such is the statute of the 
State of New York, These State statutes however, have no force 
or effect in modifying the common law rule as applicable to 
American citizens in China, And this would be conclusive 
against the survival of the claim to Mr. Pethick’s personal 
‘Fepresentatives, but for the bearing on the issue of the question 
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By the common lay, *the disposition of, succession to, 
or distribution of the personal property of a decedent, wherever 
situated, is to be made in accordance with the law of his actual 
domtoile at the time of his @eath, °2 Kent Com. 429. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Pethick's long continued residence 
in China, he retained his domieil.ef origin by reason of the 
extraterritoriality existing by treaty between China and the 
United States. ‘The English Courts have held that domicil 
cannot be sequired by a British subject in an Oriental country 
with which Great Britain has an extraterritorial treaty. 
*Tootalls Trusts," Law Reports, 25 Chancery Division

Piggott on Extraterritoriality, 139. 
I am mot aware that the point has been thus judicially 
determined by: the Courts of the United States, but it is held 
by the Department of State that the obligation of returning 
(to the United States) does not apply to American citizens and 
their descendants living in American communities where extra- 
territorial jurisdiction exists; and in a case arising in Turkey 
it was held that persons who are members of a community of 
American citizens there do mot lose their domicil of origin, 
no matter how long they rempin in Turkey, provided that they. 
remain as citizens of the United States, availing themselves 
of the extraterritorial rights given by Turkey to such comm- 
nities, and not merging themselves in any way in Turkish domicil 
or nationality. 
The American Passport, published by authority of the 
Department of State, 204, 205. 
ur. Pethick claimed to the Sent bis American citisenship. 
His American domicil was in the State of New York, and the law 
of that State, as the law of his actual domici} at the time of 
death, Grtegnines the survival of his claim to his 
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the awar€ of damages under the statute to the personal 
representatives to whom the claim for recovery survives does 
not depend upon any legal claim which they may have had upon 
the injured person, ‘if living, for services or support. 
Dickens vs, N.Y. Central R.R.Co, 28 Barber, 41. 
Railway Company vs, Barron, 5 wall, 106, 
These statutes, modifying the common law rule, usually 
provide for the award of such damages as the jury shall deem 
a fair and just compensation with reference to the peeuniary 
fnjuries resulting from the death of the injured party to his 
personal representatives, not exceeding the sum of five thousand 
aellars, The Courts have held that the amount of damages award- 
ed must be left to turn mainly upon the sound sense and deliber= 
ate judgment of the jury.

The above considerations and decisions may not unfairly 
be taken by the Commission as a guidein determining the award 
in this slain, And under all the circumstances the Commission 
@eems an award of $3500 and the amount expended by Mr. Pethick's 
estate for necessary medical attendance in his illness as just 
and rensennbie.

Considerable money was expended upon this road last 
year during my absence, but both the foundation and the met- 
al surfacing were so light, md the traffic has been s0 
great that it is already entirely worn out.

tere the city. 

Two of the Ministers represented have informed me 
that these conditions will soon be laid before the full 
Diplematic Cerps for approval, after which they will be 
presented to the Chinese Government for acceptance and ex- 
ecution. 

In order simply te restore the city to the Chinese, 


the Powers represented in its present Government may do

And now they propose to add a new condition, 
that the evacuation will not take place i i the Chinese 
will agree to bring ne troops, except a police guard of 
2500, in Tientsin, anywhere within a. radius ef 30 kilo- 
meters of the city, but that foreign troops may go and 
come at will within the said sone. ‘This would certainly 
be humiliating to the Chinese, and a constant source of 
danger to all foreigners vathin the outer pertion ef this 
circle.

All the Commandants on ti ef the opinion that the 


situation of the contingents at Tientsin will be daiffi- 


onlt without the Provisional. Government, but if, for poli- 
tical reasons, the Diplomatic Corps considers that the 
restoration of the Tientsin Government is necessary, the 
Copmandants believe that restoration cannot take place ex- 
cept under the following conditions: 

1. The Tientsin Government shall be maintained 
until the destruction of the forts mentioned in the list 
established by the provisions of the Conference of the 
Generals-in-Chief of April 6th, 1902, be completed.

As all the aets of the different departments and dis- 
triet powers ef sis \Retresiannint finally depend(in that 
which Goneerns their authority) upon the decisions of the 
Couneil as related in the minutes, it would be well if 
all the accounts of the departments and districts should 
become a part of the archives of the Council, and that they 
ve dispesed of at the same time and in the same manner, 
without preparing printed copies. 

In this manner, all persons claiming rights or immun- 
ities hy reason of the aets of whatever service of the 
Goverment, could establish hisxakaimright to the claim, 
if sueh claim be supported by the accounts rendered of the 
services and by authority of the Council, as established 
in the minutes. 

It is to be remarked that the minutes of the mectings — 
of the Cefieil of the Provisional Government of Tientsin 
contain @ emailed Waseem of ef all the executive acts of 
the eounsil. These minutes are the only authority for the

I have the honor to report that H. I. H. the Grand 


Duke Cyril, of Russia, arrived here on the 2nd instant, 


and left this morning. 

He has been paid every pessible attention by the 
Chinese, has been received in special audience by the En- 
peror and Empress Dowager, and his call was immediately 
returned by the Emperor in another room in the palace. 

The Russian Legation has given several functions to 
Chinese officials in his honor, and also to the members 
eof the Diplematic Cerps. He has alse been entertained 
at dinner by the German, French, and United States Minis- 
ters. 

It has been impossible te find out the real ebject 
of his mission, but whether for pelitics er pleasure, his 
presence seems to have greatly impressed the Chinese.

On the 16th ultimo I notified the Diplomatic Corps 


: that, in view of the impossibility of completing the ad- 
justment of all our private claims by July lst, next, and 
the submission of revised figures before that date, my 
Government would be willing, in lieu thereof, and in order 
not to delay the definite apportionment of the indemnity, . 
to make a’ reduction in our total amount of one million | 
dollars in gold, and thereafter to submit to a pro rata re- 
duction, if found necessary. 

This proposition caused a good deal of informal dis- a 
cussion among the Ministers; several of them saying that 7 
it was a Very generous offer on the part of the United | 
States, but that their pride would not permit them to prof- 
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The German Minister had always said that his Govern- 
ment could make a considerable reduction, but would not 
do 0 unless all the others did. In these conferences 

, 

it was disclosed that the reduction of Germany would be 
about a million dollars. 

The Italians and French also gave out that they were 
ready to reduce. It was therefore hoped that after

these reductions were made, the pro rata reduction of the 


te ee 


United States would be comparatively small. 

In the meantime the British Minister received in- 
structions to agree to a pro rata reduction according to 
"List Ho. 6," (enclosure my No. 991, of May 20, last,) 
without santas, as he had been doing since January last, 
that there must de special reductions by the other Powers 
first. 

A meeting of the Corps was held to-day to act upon 
this proposition, and all were ready to agree to it at once, 


except the Japanese Minister, who informed us that he 


could not consent to it without further instructions from 


28 — - hed already telegraphed. He privately 
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that all the proposed reductions should be first made, as 


in that case the pro rata loss would be much less for 
Japan. he ‘There is no doubt that Japan's financial situa- 
tion, and the diffioulty with which she can raise money 
makes her loss more than any other biledidiant. and it would 
be only fair for all the eniew a make some concessions 
for her benefit, but I do not believe this will be possibile. 

My Colleagues inquired if the United States was ready 
to reduce her claim by one million dollars, whether or not 
others reduced, or if the sviikouttien was now withdrawn. 
I replied that the offer was made with the understanding 
that others were ready to reduce; and in order not to delay 
the final apportionment while we finished the examination 
of our private claims; and that the proposal remained ready 
to be carried out whenever the others did likewise. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Uchida will receive in- 
structions to agree to the proposed pro rata reduction, 


otherwise the question is again open to all sorts of com-

I have the honor to confirm, on the overleaf, my 
cipher telegram of the 10th instant, and to enclose trans- 
lation of the note from the Foreign Office therein referred 
to. 

On the llth instant, at a meeting of the Diplomatic 
Corps, all the Ministers, except the British, agrees to 
send to the Foreign Office, an identic note, copy of which 
I enclose. The British Minister, — agreed en~ 
tirely with his Colleagues, but preferred to wait telegraph- 
ic instructions before sending a reply. It uae to me, 
as well as to my Colleagues, important that upon so plain 
a question the Chinese should not be kept longer in doubt. ; 

so I agreea to send a reply simply on the question of the 
meaning of the Pro$oocl, reserving the question of appeal 


for some more generous arrangement, for such further reply 
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I took the cccasion to express to my Colleagues in 


the meeting, my personal opinion that, if silver continued 


to decline, the Chinese would fail to pay, and it were 


much better for us all to fix some compromise value upon 
which all the payments should be made; saying,further, that 


- it was not simply the increase of the debt caused by the 
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is the uncertainty of the amount to be paid all the time 
threatening them,the consequent disturbance of international 
trade, and possible bankruptcy. 

My proposition, however, met with no favor, except 
from the British Minister, who said he personally agreed 
with me, but did not know what his Government would think 
about it. Most of the other Colleagues seemed determined 
to exact the pound of flesh regardlecs of consequences.

His Bxcellency,the Deyen, in a despatch on this subject, 
states that the indemity and interest, as also the appended 
indemnity-certificates, and guaranty-papers are all reckoned 
in silver, for which reason, the Plenipotentiaries cf the 
Treaty Powers fixed it en Taels 460,000,000. 

After careful enquiry,as te the Revente of the Chinese 
Ks Gevernmment,they feund that China could enly raise this ameunt; 
and they calculated te Imve it paid by instalments, extended 
ever a number ef years. 

Frequent and wearisome deliberations were held over this 
matter befere it was approved. And entirely owing te the sym 
pathy ef the Treaty Powers with China,~for which she is deeply 
grateful~it was recerded in the Treaty: “Haikuan Taels be 
changed te Gold"; because the sumtetal, according te the rate

Tt is now rumoured, tint the question has been raised in 
Shanghai, whether or not the indemnity sheuld be paid in geld. 
As, in a very little while, a pyment will be due, I 
cannet but bring before Your Excellency this matter in detail. 

China, being in financial straits, will hardly be able te 
pay even this sum ef Tis. 450,000,000, with the interest, and 
will mMve te arrange for loans frem time to time. 

As te the amount agreed upen in the Treaty, if it be rec- 
kened in geld, it would be very lmrd on China and would mean

Suppesing that, hereafter, the value ef the i sterling 
should still rise, we should net know where it would endj it 
would not simply be far frem the original figure, Tis.

distressed and worried, which would cause trouble among then, 
and hinder Wwetns thus deing harm te all.

the Treaty Powers. 

IT have ne desire te @ispute what has already been 
settled by Treaty; but as ethers differ on this peint,( whethe ' 
the payments sheuld be in geld er Silver ) I write with a spe- 
cial view te have the matter soon cleared up, in erder that | 
misunderstandings may be avoided. I certainly de hepe that 
the tetal in silver, recorded in the treaty, will be maintained, 
payable pre rata, in isntalments, and that the original intention 
ef the Treaty Powers will not be defeated. 

I send this despatch fer Your Excellency's inf@ matien, 
heping that you will at once transmit it to your Government, 
and secure a speedy reply, fer which I shall be mest grateful.

Your Highness 
gesires to point out that doubts have been expressed as to 
the interpretation which s hould be given t Art. Vl. of the 
final Protocol which refers to the mode of paying the indemnity 
of 460,000,000 Taels. 

T cannot but express to Your Highness my surprise tit 
any doubt whatever should have aPiseh on the subject. 

The Protocol ( p a Art. V1) states distinctly: 

"The 450 Millions constitute a Debt in Gold", anda little 
further -down, “The capital and interest shall be payable in 
gold or at the rate of exchange corresponding to the time 
wham payments are due." 

: regret Sincerely that I cannot coincide with the view - 
express ed by Your Highness. 

The recent fall of silver has to some extent increased 
the amount of Taels, as written on the table of amortization; 
on the ot her hand, it does not seem possible to me to go ° “| 


against the terms of the Final Protocol.
